of all lines of canned goods in every section of the country that 
such an action on the part of the canners would be likely to 
produce the effect in a very short time. The jobbers feel now 
that they can come into the market and buy as small quantities 
as they please at the market prices—in many instances almost 
retail buying—and they will contiaue to do so as long as they 
are allowed. 

This week the amount of buying has been fairly satisfac- 
tory, and there is quite a good demand for the staple lines in 
small quantities, with an occasional large lot changing hands. 
Any break to lower prices seems to find a taker for fair size lots; 
and as the condition of money throughout the country seems to 
be getting tighter, there are more and more of these offerings 
forced upon the market and taken advantage of by the buyers. 

On tomatoes the market has settled to 65c. as the bottom 
figure on No. 3 standards, and seconds are quoted down to 55c. 
No. 2 full standards are quoted at 45c. as lowest figures, and 
seconds of this size as low as g4oc. No. 10 are quoted anywhere 
from $1.75 to $2.00, as to brand and location, and seem to be 
gaining strength. 

Berries have been in some demand this week, but show no 
changes in quotatious. The amount of goods on hand in these 
lines is not heavy, and the holders feel that they should be able 
to unload before the opening of the new season. 

Beans are neglected for the time, though of course there is 
always something passing in baked beans, ard strings and red 
kidney beans have an occasional call. The market on all these 
shows no change whatever from former quotations. 

Corn is receiving a fair amount of attention, and small 
blocks of good quality corn are passing out with regularity. 
The inquiry for this article, however, is by no means up to 
expectations, and some canners are holding large amounts wait- 
ing favorable opportunity to unload. Last year’s pack contained 
some of the finest corn that has been put up for a number of 
years, and the low prices at which it is now selling is introducing 
it into many new homes, where the quality will make it lasting 
friends. There is more offering now than the market can take 
care of, in its present mood, but holders are firm in their 
demands for the full price. As a consequence, few sales at 
under market quotations are learned of, and the market shows 
no change in price. 

The pineapple war, so to call it, between the Hawaiian 
advertisers and producers, and the older canners of this article, 
is bringing it prominently before the people, and will undoubt- 
edly do the whole industry good in the years tocome. People 

-are learning more of it, and the better they know it the more 
they will use of it. The market is now quiet and the demand 
light, but the supply is not heavy, and with the prospects of 


increased demand from the above cause, should clean the market 
up before the new season comes on. 

Peaches are receiving their share of attention, but not 
enough to cause any changes in values, and the market is in the 
same position as during the past few weeks. Gallon peeled pies, 
are the exception to this, and an advance of soc. has taken 
place this week. 

Oysters have been in more plentiful supply in this market 
this season than for many years and the quality has been above 
the average. Asa result, more oysters and better quality 
oysters have gone to the steam boxes this season than since the 
hay-day of cove oyster canning. ‘The good supply is being put 
away for another day, though the demand is steadily sapping 
the supply. The good quality of these oysters will do much to 
revive the demand for cove oysters, and the packers will be 
rewarded for their foresight. No changes of prices are noted. 

In cans and canners’ metals there is nothing new to report. 
The full market quotations at all leading points of distribution 
will be found on their regular page. 


New Y ork Miarket 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, February 24.—Even though considerable influ- 
enc was expected by the holiday, the middle of the trade week 
which we described in these articles, still there was a good busi- 
ness and moderately heavy sales were made all along the line. 
Free offerings of some of the leading varieties have contributed 
to a somewhat active movement, but aside from this there is a 
fair business which will ultimately lead to better trade in all 
departments. The market is not overstocked with any sort of 
goods, so far as can be determined, but there is considerable 
hesitancy in buying, owing to the impossibility of knowing 
exactly how things are going to turn out. Still, it may be said 
with assurance that the outlook favors increased movement and 
that trade is likely to increase with considerable rapidity in the 
near future. 

Tomatoes —Buyers are looking for cheap lots of full stand- 
ard No. 3s, and it is easily possible to buy at 65c. regular terms, 
f. o. b. factory for acceptable quality. Most holders quote 
67 %c. regular terms, f. o. b. factory, and a few are asking 7oc. 
regular terms, f. o. b. factory, but the latter price attracts no 
buyers. A little business was done up to 67%c., but so far as 
can be learned nothing above that figure. Some fair sized sales

regular terms, f. o. b. factory. One or two holders have sold 
out their stocks of off standard goods as low as 6oc. regular 
terms, f. 0. b. factory. Only a moderate demand is noted for 
No. 2s and the market is easy. Holders are not forcing sales, 
which may be described as fortunate. If they did there would 
be a break in the price. No. ros are freely offered at $1.80 to 
$2.00 delivered here. The market for this size is weak. The 
quality of a good deal of the stock cffered is poor. Packers are 
said to be carrying a good many No. 10s and are reported as 
anxious to make sales. 

Corn.—A moderate demand is reported for state stock with 
ordinary and standard grades offered freely from packers. 
State fancy is more firmly held as quoted. Considerable busi- 
ness itt Maine style southern pack is reported at 57%4c. to 6oc. 
regular terms f. 0. b. factory. Spot Maine corn is scarce and 
most holders are firm in their views. Western stock is quiet, 
though possible reductions might be obtained upon fair quan- 
tities. Nearly all holders are ready to sell spot stock and noth- 
ing is heard about futures. 

Peas.—A fair demand for peas is noted, and cheap lots of 
fair quality are quoted around 65 to 7oc. delivered. These lots 
are wanted by purchasers, and an offering at this figure does 
not wait long to be picked up. No interest is noted in futures 
at the moment. Packers are quoting freely, however. 

Beans.—Strings are quiet and a fair offering of Southern 
stock is noted. No. 1 Refugees, state pack, are not freely 
offered. Lower grades are pressed for sale, howerver, and with 
difficulty find buyers. 

Asparagus.—Demand is moderate, with quotations substan- 
tially as they have been heretofore. Not much inquiry is noted 
for any variety. 

Spinach.—The market is a shade more active and sales are 
made at full figures in most instances. The market has been 
held firmly on increased activity for some weeks. 

Apples.—Fancy spot gallons closed firm with a fair demand. 
The market is, however, a little easy on general offerings of 
choice and ordinary stock in Maryland goods, and they are 
quoted freely at inside figures. 

Peaches.—Southern packed stock is easy and buying is on 
a somewhat limited scale. Extra and extra standard California 
stock in 234-lb. cans closed firm, with offerings small. More 
interest is noted locally and jobbers are purchasing lots to piece 
out their requirements pending the arrival of goods which have 
been purchased and are now in transit. 

Apricots.—The market is firmer on fancy, and recent 
advices say that holders of extras and extra standards are firmer 
in their views. 

Pineapples.—Some holders report a better inquiry for 
domestic pack and the market is steady. Singapore offerings 
are quoted freely and movement is rather quiet. Hawaiian 
pack is rather weak and sales are principally in small quantities. 

Salmon.—Holders are a shade firmer on pink for prompt 
shipment from the coast. Telegrams quote 65c. to 67%c. regu- 
lar terms, f. 0. b. coast. Not much stock is available at the 
inside figure. Local sales have been made at 75c., here, with 
some holders willing to allow their goods to go at 72%%c. 
Second hands are urging sales a bit. Spot red Alaska in 1 lb. 
tall cans is firm within the range of $1.30 to $1.32% here, with 
here and there a holder asking $1.35. Nearly all holders quote 
$1.32%4 inside. A fair demand for stock offered is noted and 
the tendency is upward on all grades. Chinook and sockeye 
are firmly held within the range quoted. 

Sardines.—The market was a shade firmer at the close and 
is fairly active on general offerings. Not much buying of stock 
for shipment from Eastport is noted at the advance. 

_ Lobster.—The market is a little dull, with sales limited to 
small quantities and most buyers holding off orders, pending 
some further change which may run prices down. 


Shrimp.—The market is fairly steady, with sales moderate 
in all departments. Conditions change but little in this sort 
of fish. Hupson.

Beginning Late.—The sale of futures in canned goods is 
beginning late this year and will not practically be under way 
before March 1st, whereas, for several years previously, the 
lists have promptly been issued on January rst, and heavy work 
done in January and February. 

Most jobbers and salesmen regard conditions for the sale of 
canned goods futures as unfavorable. Retailers are exceedingly 


‘indifferent, having actually lost money on their purchases of 


future canned goods of the 1908 packing, by which I mean that 
there was no time even until now since the deliveries were made, 
that their supply of canned goods contracted for last Fall, could 
not have been purchased at lower prices than paid by them. 

Futures will be sold of course, in a limited way, but there 
will be no speculation whatever and all the crop scares that may 
be originated will meet with nocredence, asthe short cropcry has 
been overworked and the cry of ‘‘wolf’’ no longer excites appre- 
hension, belief or sympathy. 

In fact, the country has grown too large to be affected by a 
short crop or crop failure to any extent, for if crops fail in .one 
part of it they will not fail in other sections. 

Peace to his Ashes.—I have heard many expressions of

I think he was the wisest cousellor and most loyal friend 
that the canning industry of this country has ever had.

He established his paper, THE TRADE, upon its recognized 
eminence as ‘‘The Canned Goods Authority of the World’’ bya 
policy of truth and fearlessness, fairness and justice. His motto 
was ‘‘Be just and fear not,’’ and like Davy Crockett his guiding 
sentiment was ‘‘Be sure you are right and then go ahead.”’ 

I was privileged to meet him on a number of occasions and 
to have cooperated with him when I was a trade editor in help- 
ing to build up The Western Packers Canned Goods Association. 

My impressions from my association with him was that he 
was a man of the highest principle, indomitable moral courage, 
and withal one of a kindly constructive, helpful and hopeful 
personality. 

He seemed to be one who looked upon existence as an 
opportunity to do good and to serve others and to ignore sordid 


and mercenary considerations, regarding those things in life as 
most important, which cannot be purchased with money, true 
affection, loyal friendship, faithful service and that blessed spirit 
of helpfuiness and altruism which the Creator now and then 
implants in an exceptional man. 


It has been untruthfully said that the evil that men do lives" 
after them, while the good lies buried with their bones. Not so, 
is this with E. S. Judge, for naught or evil attaches to his mem- 
ory, and his example, his work, his words of wisdom, friendship 
and truth which are crystalized and represented in the great 
commercial paper founded and fostered by him, will live on and 
on into the ages, a monument to his life and a tribute to his 
memory.

Some Oregon packed extra standard white cherries were 
sold here this week at $1.5734 f. 0. b. Chicago. The opening

ASPARAGUS DAMAGE EXAGGERATED. 


The writer has just returned from a trip through the lower 
sections of the San Joaquin and Sacramento Valleys, and from 
what he is able to judge from a close inspection of the fields, is 
of the opinion that the damage done by the recent storm has 
been greatly overestimated, as far as the asparagus industry is 
concerned. While there have been many islands flooded and 
many fields of this vegetable entirely ruined, it is to be noticed 
that the islands where the largest quantities of asparagus are 
grown have escaped injury. Had it not been for the flood, 
there would have been a much larger pack of this vegetable 
made this year than ever before, as there are many large fields 
now coming into bearing for the first time and this increased 
acreage will practically make up for the damage done by high 
waters. It was reported three weeks ago that the cold weather 
was holding the crop back, and that from all appearances pack- 
ing could not be commenced until a month later than usual. 
Since that time warm rains have been the rule, and this has 
caused a phenomenal growth of the sprouts. Small. quantities 
are now being placed on the market and a few days of clear, 
warm weather would place the ground in an excellent condition 
for harvesting the crop. Instead of canning operations being 
later than usual, they will be earlier and this will assist in mak- 
ing the crop a heavier one. It is my opinion that with favor- 
able weather from now on the pack will be heavier than last 
season in spite of the loss by floods. Higher prices for canned 
asparagus are not to be expected, as a demand for this vegetable 
is being fostered, and it is the desire of canners and growers 


. the vegetable for use if there is any objection to it. 


alike to do ail in their power to keep this article at a popular 
price. While in the island district I made inquiries in varioue 
places regarding the cause and cure for the bitter taste that is to 
be found in occasional cans of the packed article, but no one 
seems to undsrstand anothing about the cause, though there are 
many theories. It has been pointed out to me, however, that 
there is a very simple way to get rid of this taste in preparing 
Immedi- 
ately upon opening the can the liquor should be drained off and 
the vegetable tyrown into a vessel containing a little boiling 
water. Whatever bitter taste there might have been present 
before will then have entirely disappeared. 

From the Imperial Valley comes the news that asparagus 
farming is proving a great success and that the acreage there is 
steadily being enlarged. Some good-sized shipments are being 
sent forth this year, and next season these will reach large pro- 
portions. Already there is talk of establishing a cannery there 
and it is very probable that this will be an accomplished fact 
before this time next year. It is conceded that the demand for 
the fresh article cannot taFo care of all that will be produced 
then. 


A NEW CANNERY. 

The Griffin & Skelley Co., of San Francisco, has decided 
to erect a modern cannery in Oakland, near Emeryville, and has 
already commenced work on the building. A brick cannery 
and warehouse will be put up at a cost of about $40,000. The 
site is on the line of the Southern Pacific Railroad and is in a 
neighborhood where help is easily secured and where fruit can 
be brought in a short time from the orchards. 


A NEW LINE TO PANAMA. 


A movement among merchants is on foot to fight the raise 
in railway tariffs with an independent line of steamers between 
this port and Panama.

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sider the new rates, that went into effect on January 1, 1909, it 
is claimed, leaves nothing for the merchants to do but to fight 
both before the Interstate Commerce Commission and through 
the medium of an independent steamship line. While action is 
being taken carefully, the preparations presage a rate war that 
wi!l make the fight of a decade ago insignificant. It is esti- 
mated that at that time the railroads lost $6,800,000 in freights, 
while it cost the merchants a large sum. With the experelnce 
of the past to guide them, the leaders of the movement are act- 
ing with deliberation, but the keynote was sounded by Charles 
H. Bentley, of the California Canners Association, when he said: 
‘* We have filed a dignified protest with the railroads. I have 
very little hope of gaining any concessions, but as long as our 
protest was before the railroads we could do nothing. Now it 
means acrion. We must fight to hold our trade. The tariffs 
are grossly discriminatory against the Coast, and the question 
will be taken as soon as possible before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. I have also been asked to lend my aid to establish 
an independent steamship line and have said that I would do all 
in my power to do so, as I believe every public-spirited merchant 
will do.’’ 

H. S. Bates, of the firm of Bates & Chesebrough, who went 
to Washington at the request of men interested in the shipping 
business to ascertain facts regarding what concessions the Gov- 
ernment would give an independent steamship line over its 
railroad and to Eastern ports, has returned and reported what 
he has done. He interviewed the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor and the Secretary of War and had several conferences 
with Wm. R. Wheeler, who will come to San Francisco early in 
March to take the management of the Traffic Bureau of the 
Merchants Exchange. He also saw the manager of the Panama 
Railroad, and the results of his investigations indicated that if 
the merchants will stand together, an independent steamship 
jine can be operated at a cost less than freights are bring cared 


for. But in discussing this phase of the matter, Mr. Bates said: 
‘* As soon as we begin to operate a competitive line, the railroads 
and sympathetic steamship companies are going to cut below 
our operating expenses. Then is the time San Francisco ship- 
pers will have to show their sand. If they failed to see that it 
would be to jheir intérests to pay a reasonable rate rather than 
to temporarily take advantage of lower rates made by raiiroads 
and their salt-water allies, the enterprise would soon be put out 
of business and the rates would go back higher than ever.’’ 
CANNED BANANAS, 


Experiments that promise to put canned bananas upon the 
ever-growing list of Hawaiian commercial products have been 
concluded at Kauai with every indication of success. The 
pineapple cannery at Hawaii has been the scene of the experi- 
ments, and as far as a brief attempt in that direction can be 
accepted as conclusive, the banana can be canned as successfully 
as the pineapple. The manager of the Hawaii cannery is very 
progressive and is constantly experimenting with all varieties of 
native fruits. So far the canned banana is a success and it will 
no doubt be tried commercially soon. 

D. H. Hume has secured a lease on a tract of land at 
La Flaya, near San Diego, where he will erect a cannery for 
fish. Heexpects to commence the construction of the buildings 
it once. The cannery will be sufficiently large to care for all 
the surplus product of the local fishermen. 

Julius A. Lansberger, who controls the United States rights 
for the Brembruck Sanitary Can, opened offices recently in the 
Fife Building, San Francisco, but is now in Europe making 
preparations for the introduction of the can into the United 
States. It is claimed for the can that it is a superior article to 
the sanitary cans now in tse here, a much heavier coating of 
lacquer being used as well as several other improvements being 
made. ‘These cans will not be placed upon the market this 
season, but it is the intention of the men who are handling this

Beets Will Hold Color. 


The question as to whether beets can be held in cans suc- 
cessfully or not has been agitating the industry for some time, 
and among others ‘‘ Wrangler’? took up the question. The 
following from a man ‘‘ who knows’’ should be found inter- 
esting: 

DELPHI, IND., Feb. 9, 1909. 
THE TRADE, 
Baltimore, Md. 

Gentlemen.—We notice in your issue of the 5th that 
‘‘ Wrangler’’ is looking for some packer who can give him light 
on the subject of canning beets. ‘* Wrangler’’ makes the 
statement that as far as his investigations are concerned he 
believes it impossible to can a beet that will retain its natural 
color and flavor. Inthe outside we make the statement that 
such a thing can be done and that we have successfully canned 
beets, and that the writer recently at his home opened up canned 
beets that had been canned for two years and which were as 
perfect in color and flavor, as though taken immediately from 
the garden. 


The whole trouble is with the buyer, and ‘‘ Wrangler”’ 
used to be one of these buyers. To make our meaning clear, we 
wish to say that it requires a great deal of care and cost to 
grow and harvest a proper beet for canning and to process it in 
a proper manner. ‘This increases the cost of product, so that to 
afford the canner any reasonable profit canned beets must be 
sold at such a figure that the retailer must retail them at 15c. 
per can straight. Now, your Mr. Buyer wishes to buy beets 
at prices ranging from 65c to 85c. per dozen, prices at which no 
canner can can this article in the manner in which it should be 
canned, unless he wishes to work for glory or pose as a philan- 
thropist without a family of young fellows clinging to his coat- 
tails crying for bread. We canned beets for two years; pro- 
duced as fine an article as ever went on the market, but became 
so disgusted with the prices offered for our products that we got 
owt of the business entirely. 

If your Mr. Buyer will pay the price, they can be canned 
in such a manner that people will clamor for them. In the cul- 
tivation of beets the proper variety must be planted and they 
must be harvested when small and separated into sizes, and any 
one who has had experience with this article knows the immense 
amount of labor and expense required to harvest and separate 
beets as aforesaid. Then their processing and filling into cans 
also entails a great amount of labor. All this runs up the cost 
of the finished product. 

There is but one can for canned beets, and that is the 
Sanitary Enamel Can, but it requires something more than the 
can to put them up properly. Whenever the wholesaler and 
retailer is ready to pay the price and give the canner a reason- 
able profit for his labor and pains, a canned beet can be put on 
the market that is as perfect as the beautiful red beet taken 
from the garden.

We take this means to thank our many friends for their 
kindly expressions of condolence upon the death of our devoted 
father; but we have to ask their patience until we have an 
opportunity to answer personally each one of the many. 


To the trade press we also extend our thanks for their gen- 
erous acknowledgement of the part played by E. S. Judge in 
the upbuilding and progress of the canned goods industry. It 
is a great consolation to his bereaved family to know, as these 
journals so generally acknowledge, that his life’s efforts have 
not gone without recognition ; and that if he devoted his life to 
the furthering of the interests of the canned goods industry, 
the world appreciates it. 


But we have promised our readers a more detailed history 
of the life and works of E. S. Judge, and we must fulfill our 
promise. 

To the canned goods packers generally it may be of little 
or no interest to know, that after his school term, having been 
born in Baltimore, June 25th, 1842, and while he was therefore 
in his 19th year, he espoused the cause of the Confederacy, ran 
the blockade into Virginia and joined the 1st Maryland Regi- 
ment. Between this regiment and the 2nd Maryland, to which 
he was later transferred, he served the entire time of the war, 
without having been wounded, captured or furloughed for a 
single day. He soon gained the esteem of his fellow soldiers by 
his steadfast honesty, and was chosen as their Commisary 
Sargeant, a position that he held until the end of the hostilities, 
when he laid down his arms at the end of the war. His duties 
did not require his active participation in the fighting, but as 
we have often heard him say, no man could stand by and hear 
the screech of shell, or the crack of muskets and not join in, 
and as a consequence we find that he was in the thick of every 
fight, and his record shows one of great bravery. We have to 
d mit that his modesty must have caused him to withhold many 


accounts of signal bravery, and we have only learned many of 
them since his death. 

But what is of the utmost interest to every man in the 
canned goods business is the manner in which he carried the 
same spirit of the war into his fight to put canned goods before 
the people in the place they deserve. After varying success 
and failure in different sections of the country, he drifted back 
to Baltimore to find that Mr. Fred. W. Schultz was publishing 
a little bi-weekly price list of metals, etc., and sending it to the 
canners of that time. E.S. Judge was never one to take con- 
ditions as he found them; he had to knowthe why and the 
wherefore of anything that crossed his path, and so canned 
goods came into his life asa study. With a foresight that made 
him famous he saw at once the possibilities of this business. It 
is true there were but a few canneries in the country, all located 
in the eastern section ; cans were made on a block, with a pair 
of shears and a mallet ; there was no machinery in the canning 
house, unless we except the kettle in which the goods were pro- 
cessed ; and that secret of the process time was kept under lock 
and key by the operators. And yet despite this gloom of 
ignorance and the crudeness of the operations, he could see a 
bright future. 

So taking over the little price list from Mr. Fred W. 
Schultz in 1880, he turned its whole attention to the develop- 
ment of the industry and the enlightenment of the canners. 
He defeated an attempt to throttle the industry by letters patent 
upon the process of canning; he championed and encouraged 
the cause of machinery in'the factory as opposed to the manual 
labor then prevalent, and no one not familiar with the despotism 
of the unions of those days can now realize what that means; 
through personal exertion he brought the packers together in 
harmony and showed them that their interests lay in mutual 
efforts ; he beat down the wall of silly ignorance regarding the 
‘*secrets of the process room,’’ and he taught them to profit by 
the experience of each other. Out of this came the Canned 
Goods Exchange of Baltimore, the first body of its kind in the 
industry, not his work alone for such men as the Shrivers, 
Mark and Ky., H. F. Going, Geo. Moore, Mason Morfit, H. J. 
McGrath, Louis McMurray and many others too numerous to 
mention were fired by this spirit ; and from this small beginning 
came some of the greatest advances of the industry. It was in 
those days that Mr. Jacob Schoenfaber, one of the deepest 
thinkers of his time, doubted the ultimate success of the busi- 
ness, only to later retract and acknowledge its great possibilities. 

We can but briefly touch upon the history-making early 
days of the industry, or in fact upon the more than twenty-five 
years of uninterrupted work E. S. Judge put upon the develop- 
ment and progress of the business. His efforts were not con- 
fined to Baltimore, for he travelled over the whole country, 
spreading the seed of harmony and mutual dependence among 
canners, forming into associations different sections of canners, 
until the whole mass was levened with the gospel of greater unity. 
He was one of the prime formers of the Western Canned Goods 
Packers Association and secretary of it for years, for it was the 
second association of its kind in the country to be formed; he 
travelled down into New York State and drew the canners into 
one body; he did the same thing in Virginia, and all over the 
country spread the influence of this doctrine, and the wall of 
ignorance and secrecy was leveled, and out of its ruins grew 
knowledge and science in the art of hermetically sealing canned 
goods. 

But as great as this work was, and all old canners of the 
business will recall those strenuous days and the immense 
amount of work that was then outlined and begun—much of it 
since worked over, and some of it now in the course of develop- 
ment, but still more of it not yet reached—we have always con- 
sidered his greatest work was in reference to machinery as 
applied to canning. Here he was at the very threshold, at the 
very beginning. There was absolutely no machinery connected 
with the business when he began, and there was a prejudice 
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against its introduction that the canners of today cannot under- 
stand. In him the machinery and supply man found a ready 
and able ally, waging war against the united army of manual 
laborers, captained by the most despotic of all rulers, ‘‘the boss 
cappers,’’ but in a manner that sought to enlighten them upon 
the benefits of machinery and was not mere opposition. As a 
consequence he won over the workers, together with the owners 
of the canneries, and so paved the way for the trials of machin- 
ery and appliances that might never have seen the light of suc- 
cess otherwise. In this field he saw the introduction of every 
piece of machinery used in the cannery, and by means of THE 
TRADE he championed its cause. To realize how wonderful has 
been this growth you have but to look about you and note the 
mechanical perfection of the cannery today, and then remember 
that all this has come about since that comparatively recent day. 
Neither in the can making nor the canning factory was there 
any machinery ; everything was done by hand; and now it is 
all done by machinery. When the first Convention of canners 
was called there was but few to attend, and the machinery 
exhibit was carried in the exhibitor’s grip. 

The first great machinery exhibit was held in Baltimore 
upon the occasion of the formation of the Atlantic States Can- 
ners Association, a direct result of his personal efforts, though 
previously some machinery and supplies had been shown. 

In addition to the Associations we have mentioned E. S. 
Judge as being instrumental in forming, that is, the Canned 
Goods Exchange, of Baltimore, the Western Packers Canned 
Goods Association, the New York State Canners Association, 
the Virginia Canners Association, he was also a prime mover in 
the formation of, if not actually the founder of, the New Jersey 
Canners Association, the Peninsula Canned Goods Packers As- 
sociation, the Atlantic States Packers and the original National 
Association of Canned Goods Packers, He was Secretary of 
this association, Mr. Geo. W. Moore, President, and Mr. F. O. 


Conant, of Portland, Me., Treasurer. Many of the ideas and 
intentions of this body are now being carried out in the various 
associations. Briefly, its intentions were to encourage the State 
organizations, so as to permit tomato canners to converse freely 
with each other, corn canners to do the same, and the pea 
canners likewise, and each association sent delegates to the 
National body, empowered to express the wishes of their mem- 
bers, and the National Association, backed by all the individual 
associations, took concerted action on the matters before it. In 
this manner a working body of the greatest vigor, it was 
thought, could be had; and great progress was being made. A 
seal was proposed, designed and made, and it was to be used 
only by members who complied with the requirements of the 
National Association, and were members of it, so that this seal 
stood before the public as a guarantee of the association. 


It can be safely said now that the ideas were too far in ad- 
vance of the industry, the business was not ready to take up 
such progressive measures. But the seed has been sown, and 
those sturdy workers who were in the field at the time, if they 
have not already passed to their reward, as has E. S. Judge, 
may see it bear it fruit. 

It was this constant devotion to the cause of the canners 
that cost him his health and ultimately his life, for, in 1896, 
while he was dressing to attend one of the annual Conventions, 
on which he had worked hard to produce an interesting, in- 
structive meeting, he was stricken with paralysis, and his right 
side left helpless. So robust was he, however, and so full of 
energy, that although he never recovered from the effects of the 
stroke, he continued in business for some years, in fact, up to 
andsome few months after the great Baltimore fire. Until that 
time he continued writing with his usual vigor and force, dic- 
tating his articles to his son, the writer; but the strain of the 
fire told on him, and he finally relinquished the reins to his son, 
who has since, been doing the editorial work. The eight years’ 
practice as amanuensis was splendid instruction and invaluable 
to his successor. So that for the past four years E. S. Judge has 
done practically no writing for THE TRADE. 

E. S. Judge died peaceful in his bed at home February 17th 
at 5 A. M. aged but 67 years, but old in his service to the 
canned goods industry. 
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EXPERIMENTS ON THE SPOILAGE OF TOMATO KETCHUP.

EXPERIMENTS WITH PRESERVATIVES. 


SODIUM BENZOATE. 


The preservative in general use in ketchup is sodium ben- 
zoate. Salicylic acid is used, but only to a limited extent. The 
amount of sodium benzoate used, according to the labels, varies 
fron one-sixteenth to one-tenth of 1%; but on some labels the 
amount is not stated. Experiments were made to determine 
the amount necessary to check the spoilage of ketchup. 

Two organisms, a mold and a yeast, were selected on which 
to make the tests. The mold was the ordinary blue mold, 
Penicillium, which was present in many of the brands of ketchup 
and is found commonly on acid foods. It was selected on 
account of its prevalence and resistive power. The yeast was 
obtained from ketchup and was also a vigorous grower, forming 
a thick, wrinkled film on various media. Any effect on the 
growth of the yeast could be seen readily in its manner of form- 

ng the film. 

Portions of tomato gelatine to which 0.1, 0.5, 1 and 2% 
respectively, of sodium benzoate were added, were first inocu- 
lated with the mold. There was no development in those con- 
taining 1 and 2%; a retarded development resulted in that con- 
taining 0.5%, and the growth when 0 1% was used was nearly 
normal, sbowing very little difierence from that in the gelatine 
without sodium benzoate. 


Ketchup was next tried as a medium, but the amount of 
benzoate was reduced to one-sixteenth, one-twelfth and one- 
tenth of 1%, as it was thought that some of the other constitu- 
ents of the ketchup were antiseptic to a slight degree. The 
growth in the ketchup was irregular, though the benzoate 
checked development in all. Equal amounts of benzoate were 
used in tomato bouillon, with practically the same results as in 


. the ketchup. The development was checked in all, and in some 


plates one-sixteenth of 1% seemed to be fully as efficacious as 
one-tenth of 1%. When the mold was examined under the 
microscope, the filaments were found to be much swollen and 
distorted in shape, and filled with a coarsely granular proto- 
plasm, containing much fat, as indicated by the blackening with 
osmic acid. The culture containing the mold which gave the 
least development seemed to show the least distortion and 
swelling of the filaments. 

The results indicated that in using sodium benzoate as a 
preservative there is uncertainty as to results, even when using 
the maximum amount allowed—one-tenth of 1%. They also 
indicated that this preservative had an injurious effect on the 
living matter of the mold. E 


SALT. 


The effect of salt in checking development was tested by 
using tomato bouillon as a medium and adding 5, 10, 15, 20, 25 
and 30 grams of salt, respectively, to 100 cc. ‘These were inocu- 
lated with the mold. The 5-gram solution seemed to have no 
effect on development. When 10 grams were used growth 
appeared as soon as in the bouillon without salt, but was not so 
extensive. Inthe 15-gram solution growth was retarded four 
days, and most of that which did develop remained submerged, 
the mold growing normally on the surface. With 20 grams the 
growth was five days slower than the normal in starting, and 
after that there was only a slight development. In the 25-gram

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solution, the growth started at the same time as when 20 grams 
were employed, but remained stationary, while with the 30-gram 
solution, no developmet occurred. e- 

The yeast was checked slightly by 5 grams and very mate- 
rially by the 10-gram solution, as it required two days for a thin, 
delicate film to form, whereas in ordinary solutions a rather 
thick film is formed within twenty-four hours or even in less 
time. These was no development in the 15-gram solution. 

SUGAR. 

The effect of sugar was tested on both the mold and the 
yeast by adding it to tomato bouillon. It was supposed that a 
low percentage of sugar like the salt would plasmolyze the cells, 
and in this way check growth, but it seemed to have no effect 
until the amount was increased to 25 grams per roocc. In this 
solution growth appeared as soon as with the weaker solutions, 
but there was a smaller amount. Inthe 25 to 40 gram solutions 
there was less development as the amount of sugar increased. 
In the 70 and 75 gram solutions growth was delayed one day, 
in its appearance. In the 80, 85 and 90 gram solutions growth 
was delayed two days, the colonies growing submerged at first, 
but after a time forming on the surface. The mycelium 
remained very thin, but a thick layer of spores formed. From 
this point on the amounts were increased by 10 grams up to 200. 
The development became slower and less successively until 170 
gram were added. In this case a small colony appeared on the 
surface in seven days, but seemed to grow less after that. The 
solutions were held, and in time crystals separated from the 
thick syrups. After two months, dry-looking colonies developed 
along the edges, forming a ring, and some formed on the surf- 
ace, these occurring also in the flasks containing 170, 180, 190 
and 200 grams of sugar per 100 cc. The colonies were a dull 
greenish drab in spots, the remainder being white. 

For the yeast the 80-gram solution of sugar was the strong- 
est in which any development took place. 


SPICES. 

Experiments to determine the value of the spices as anti- 
septics were made, using water infusions, acetic-acid extracts 
and oil extracts. 


WATER INFUSIONS. 


‘In making the water infusions 20 grams of the whole spices, 
with 200 cc of water, were boiled for forty-five minutes. This 
is approximately the length of time that the spices are cooked 
in the ketchup in the factory. The liquid was then filtered and 
from o.1 to 5 cc of the filtrate was used in 1occ of tomato 
bouillon The same organisms were used in the former experi- 
ments. 

The tests showed that cinnamon and cloves were the strong- 
est antiseptically. These checked growth when used in small 
amounts, but it required 3 cc of the cinnamon and 1 cc of the 
cloves to inhibit the growth of the mold. Mustard, paprika and 
cayenne pepper checked growth also, but 5 cc, the highest 
strength used, did not inhibit growth. The ginger, mace and 
black pepper had no apparent effect in the quantities used. 

The effect of the spices on the development of the yeast was 
somewhat different from their effect on Penicillium. The cin- 
namon showed the strongest action, 3 cc being effective, whereas 
5 cc of the cloves was required. The cayenne pepper came next 
in effectiveness, and after that the black pepper. The ginger, 
mace and mustard solutions had no effect in the strengths used. 

The remainder of the spice infusions were kept in glass- 
stoppered bottles in the laboratory, and in a few weeks’ time 
there was a coating of mold formed over the surface of the mace, 
the mustard and the black and cayenne peppers. The paprika 
had small, stunted colonies dotting the surface. 

At the time that these experiments were made a quantity 
of the ground spices were placed in large petri dishes and water 
was added to make a heavy paste. One set of these was inocu- 
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lated with the mold, and another set with the yeast, and all 
were kept in a warm place. No development of either organism 
appeared on the cinnamon, cloves or mustard; on the others a 
growth first showed in three days. Ona normal medium growth 
appears in twenty-four hours. On the mace, paprika and 
cayenne pepper the Penicillium and yeast with which the pastes 
were inoculated were overgrown in a few days with black mold 
(RHIZOPUS NIGRICANS. ) 
ACETIC-ACID EXTRACTS. 

In the manufacture of ketchup acetic-acid extracts of the 
spices are sometimes used instead of the whole spices, on account 
of their supposec antiseptic properties as well as their greater 
strength and convenience in handling. One minim of the standard 
acetic-acid extracts is equal in strength to 1 grain of the whole 
spices. The acid extracts obtained included allspice, celery, 
cloves, coriander, garlick and black pepper. 

In the tests 0.1, 0.2, 0.3, 0.4, 0.5 and 1 cc, respectively, of 
the extract was added to 10 cc of tomato bouillon. One set 
was inoculated with the mold and another set with the yeast. 
In the case of the mold, no growth occurred with the allspice 
and cloves; the celery checked the growth materially, there 
being no indication of mold until the sixth day. Normally, a 
fairly strong growth occurs in twenty-four hours. In the solu- 
tion containing 0.3 cc there was only one small colony in 
thirteen days and no further development. In the solution con- 
taining the coriander, the growth in the 0.5 cc solution did not 
appear for three days, the 1 cc solution showing no growth. 
The garlic had practically the same effect as the coriander, 
while the black pepper was stronger, no growth appearing in 
the solution containing 0.5 cc. 

The yeast was slightly stronger in resisting the effect of 
the extracts. No growth appeared with the allspice and cloves; 
0.5 cc of the celery and 1 cc of the coriander were required to 
inhibit growth, and the garlic and black pepper gave similar 


results, a weak development occurring in the solutions contain- 
ing I cc. 
OIL EXTRACTS. 

Oil extracts of the spices were tested in the same manner as 
the water infusions and the acetic-acid extracts. The oils were 
so strong that in order to handle them easily they were mixed 
with equal volumes of alcohol, except that the mace, which was 
in the form of a paste, was mixed with two-thirds its volume of 
alcohol. To 10 cc of tomato bouillon was added 0.1, 0.2, 0.3, 
0.4 and 0.5 cc, respectively, of the oils of cinnamon, cloves, 
mace, mustard and black pepper. 

In the case of the mold, there was no development in the 
solutions containing cinnamon, cloves and mustard; in those 
containing mace and black pepper, the development was slower 
than the normal, that in the black pepper being more pro- 
nounced. On the yeast the effect was similar, no development 
occurring in the cinnamon, cloves and mustard, and a retarded 
development taking place in the mace and black pepper, that 
in the black pepper being more pronounced. 

The experiments show that some of the spices, notably 
allspice, cinnamon and cloves, have decided antiseptic value, but 
that the peppers are not as valuable as is generally supposed. 

The oil extracts have been advocated for use in ketchup 
instead of the whole spices, but in quantities which would be 
useful antiseptically their use would be objectionable, for when 
present in approximately the same proportions as are the whole- 
spice infusions, the flavor is too strong and masks the more 
delicate flavor of the tomato. The acetic-acid extracts are more 
effective than are the water infusions, and they are not object- 
ionable in the ketchup. 

VINEGAR AND ACETIC ACID. 


Aa experiment was made to determine the antiseptic value 
of vinegar and acetic acid. Commercial 50-grain distilled vine- 
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gar was used. It was found that when 30% of this vinegar was 
added to the tomato bouillon the development of mold was 
checked and the extent to which it was checked increased with 
the increased amounts of vinegar. The development in the 
solution containing 30% of the vinegar was two days later than 
the normal in starting, while the solution containing 100% was 
eleven days delayed and showed but little growth. 

An 80% solution of glacial acetic acid was used. One-half 
of 1% added to the tomato bouillon checked growth to the 
same extent as 30% of vinegar, and no development occurred 
when the quantity was increased to 2%. 

Experiments were then made in which vinegar was added to 
the ketchup in proportions varying from 1 part in 32 to 1 part 
in 8, with the result of greatly delaying the appearance of the 
mold as the proportion increased. With the increase in vinegar 
it was necessary to add sugar and slightly more spices to over- 
come the pungency of the acid and thus insure good flavor. 
The addition of the vinegar to the pulp had the effect of arrest- 
jng the action of the oxidase and thus the bright color was 
maintained. 

The usual custom in factory practice is to add the vinegar 
near the close of the cooking process, otherwise a considerable 
portion of the acid will be driven off. This practice was followed 
in the experimental work, but it has since been found that con- 
tinued heating in the presence of the acid has some effect upon 
sterilization, and, therefore, the increased amount of vinegar is 
effective, not only because of the additional acid present, but 
also because the heating in the after-process is thereby rendered 
more efficacious. 

This line of experiments gives promise of practical results 
in producing a ketchup which will not only keep while in the 
bottle, but will also keep longer after it is opened. Each manu- 
facturer must work out the quantities that could be used with 
his formula and still retain the character of the goods. 


OIL. 

In ketchup manufacturing it is customary, if an agitator is 
not used, to put a small amount of fat in the kettle to check the 
ebullition during the reduction of the pulp. The amount used 
in this manner is not sufficient, however, to be apparent in the 
ketchup. Frannt®* states that in some factories, where the 
trimmings are allowed to accumulate for the season, they are 
given liberal doses of oils and condiments when cooked, in order 
to disguise their defects, so that the product can be placed on 
the market as ‘‘ fresh tomato catchup.’’ That the use of oils is 
increasing is evident from the comparison of the past season 
with that of former years. 

When oil is used in ketchup, it is easily detected under the 
microscope, as it appears in the form of shining, yellow glob- 
ules, which blacken gradually when treated with osmic acid. 
Besides this, the oil comes to the surface of the ketchup, where 
it can be seen readily, and if considerable oil has been used a 
distinct layer is formed. When the ketchup has been made for 
some time, the oil changes so that the ketchup has a peculiar 
‘* greasy ’’ odor, or the oil may be so changed as to give a decid- 
edly rancid smell to the ketchup. Oil usually causes a deteri- 
oration in flavor and odor, though some of the ketchups to 
which it has been added do not spoil readily. Olive oil, cotton- 
seed oil and oleomargarine are used. That the oil is not consid- 
ered one of the regular known ingredients of the ketchup is 
shown by the failure to declare its presence on the label. 

To test the antiseptic value of oils in ketchup, experiments 
were made, using olive oil, cottonseed oil and oleomargarine in 
the proportions of 1 part of oil to 1,000, 750 and 500 parts of 
ketchup, respectively. The ketchup was made in small quanti- 
ties, 2 gallons for each experiment. After bottling, all except 
the check bottles were inoculated with Penicillium and kept at

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kitchen temperature. All spoiled, and neither the quantity nor 
kind of oil used had any marked effect in preventing spoilage. 
That the oils affected the development of the mold was evident. 
The mold developed first at the junction of the ketchup with 
the bottle, forming a ring which spread gradually over the surf- 
ace developing a somewhat heavy mycelium. This remained 
white longer than usual, spores forming very gradually, as indi- 
cated by the change in color from white to a delicate blue. At 
the end of three weeks only spots of color appeared on the surf- 
ace and these were still blue, though in ordinary development 
the blue color changes to green in two or three days. 

Another test was made, using olive oil only, and in propor- 
tions of 1 part of oil to 500, 400 and 300 parts, respectively, of 
the ketchup. Reduction was made in a steam-jacketed kettle, 
the oil being added when the ebullition of the ketchup was the 
strongest, after which the boiling was continued for fifteen 
minutes. The ketchup was bottled, unsterilized bottles being 
used, then covered loosely with the metal caps. 

The time required for the ketchup to spoil was longer than 
in the first set, but there was not sufficient difference nor 
enough uniformity in the time to indicate that the use of cil 
in ketchup is desirable, even if the change of flavor and odor be 
not taken into consideration. The average number of days 
before spoilage for those containing 1 part of oil to 500 parts of 
ketchup was thirteen and two-thirds days; one has not yet 
spoiled (a period of forty-five days), while the first bottle spoiled 
infourdays. Those having 1 part of oil to 400 parts of ketchup 
had an average life of nine and three-fourths days, the minimum 
being three days and the maximum twenty-six days. Those 
having 1 part to 300 parts of ketchup on an average did not 
spoil for six and three-fourths days, the minimum being four 
days and the maximum eleven days. 

The failure of some of the bottles to spoil, though similar 
in every known respect to those which did spoil, is a feature 
peculiar to ketchup and is familiar to manufacturers who make 
careful tests before putting their product on the market. For 
this reason a rather large number of bottles should be used in a 
test in order that the results may be approximately accurate 
and represent general conditions.
